Rome Wasn't Built in a Day 


The Dominion-provincial conference 
has adjourned again, until Jan. 28th. That 
it is an adjournment, and not a break-up or 
a break-down, is evident from the state- 
ments of those who attended the sittings. 
Since the delegates met in private, the 
wishful reports of some outside corre- 
spondents that they staged a verbal Donny- 
brook may be set down as unhelpful pro- 
paganda. 

None of the delegates has endorsed 
these reports. On the contrary, they issued 
a ‘statement correcting the . “‘misconcep- 
tion”, There was, they say, a full and frank 
discussion, but with a view to getting some- 
where, not of blocking the development of 
a new federal-provincial set-up. 

In the interval an economic committee 
representing the Dominion and the prov- 
inces is to make a study of “economic 
factors” affecting the Dominion proposals 
and the relations between the national and 
provincia] authorities. This may be taken 
to mean that the committee will canvass 
the whole field, with a view to finding 
out what services should be provided by 
the Dominion and which by the provinces, 
and what financial arrangements would 
best enable both parties to meet these re- 
Spo.sibilities, 

In an undertaking so large as the re- 
construction of the constitution, this must 
be regarded as a definite and satisfactory 
rate of progress. The whole structure of 
the nation’s governing system cannot be 
remade on the quick order principle.

Canada Served the World 


During the past three years Canada has 
exported a billion bushels of wheat, Mont- 
rea] reports the heaviest outgo this vear 
since 1928, exports to the United Kingdom 
and Europe totalling 115,000,000 bushels 
The figure would have been even larger 
but for the fact that shipments to liber- 
ated countries in Europe did not start 
until June. 

At the middle of November the stock 
of Canadian wheat in all positions was 
given as 217,000,000 bushels. This is 143,- 
000,000 less than a year before, Of th: 
217,000,000 bushels on hand 71,000,000 
bushels was in terminal elevators and 56.- 
000,000 bushels in lake and rail transit—-on 
its way out. 

When the wheat now in the terminals 
and in transit is gone there will remain 
only about 90,000,000 bushels, t

mand until another crop is grown. The 
carryover, at the end of next July, cannot 


be much above the line of a safety reser ve; 
and may be below that line : 

It is clear enough now what a fortunate 
thing it was for the world that the war 
began with a huge surplus of wheat in 
Canada. While that reserve was accumulat- 
ing prices sagged, at times below the cust 
of production. The Canadian farmer stood 
the brunt of piling up this great store. 
What would have happened, and what 
would be the position now in Europe, if the 
stocks had not been piled up 
ant to think about. 

Something is to be said for the idea 
that if Canada is to accumulate another 
wheat reserve against worid want, the 
Food and Agriculture organization of the 
United Nations should foot the bill for 
producing and storage cost. .

The Better Part 


‘The appreciative reference made by the 
Hon. John Bracken last week to the prime 
munister’s return to the House of Com- 
mons will excite the admiration of al] 
phases of political opinion in Canada. It 
tended to set a new and higher tone to the 
functions of the opposition. 

It was particularly commendable in 
comparison with some of the carping and 
yeaconary eriticism offered during this 
session by some members of Mr. Bracken's 
party. That criticism has sometimes set 
up the suspicion that the critical Conserva- 
tive members are more anxious to protect 
private interests than to serve the nationa! 
interest. 

The attacks, for instance, on Mr 
Howe's determined efforts to get houses 
built at low cost for ex-servicemen by giv- 
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ing priorities to Wartime Housing Limited 
did not indicate a high national viewpoint. 
And young Canadians, who are politically 
conscious in a newer and keener way, will 
resent “and have resented the Conserva- 
tive demand for private business as usual 
in connection with the housing operations 
which can only be carried out through the 
public purse if modern low-rental homes 
are to be provided for the low-income class 
which needs them.” 

And then, again, the almost imperti- 
nent attack made on Mr. Howe, by a Tor- 
onto lawyer member, on the construction 
of the Deep River plant, near Chalk River, 
as a Canadian unit in the manufacture of 
atomic bombs was a peculiarly partisan 
and ill-advised performance. Mr. Howe's 
ability is widely recognized in London and 
Washington. It seemed absurd to set up 
against his practical experience a half- 
baked critique put together in a Toronto 
law office. 

Leadership, today, is facing the 
heaviest responsibility ever imposed upon 
statesmen. And domestic administration 
is tied up so closely with international 
affairs that only the broadest and most 
experienced legislative minds can appre- 
ciate it 

An opposition is an arm of govern- 
ment. When that opposition turns 
obstructionist, in a petty or personal or 
partisan way, the entire national program 
and ey the international program 
suffers 

Mr. Bracken's reception of the prime 
minister indicated that he, at least, under- 
stands this fact very fully, that he pro- 
poses to carry out the better part of his 
traditional functions. 

It is unfortunate that more members 
of his party have not shown that they 
share his largeness of mind.

BOGGS, WHO HAS FOLLOWED 
@ life of thrills, spills and hair-rais- 
ing adventure for most of his 30 
years, is now operating a fish can- 
mery at Canyon Creek on the south 
shore of Lesser Slave Lake. 

Next May he plans to compete in 
the world classic of auto speed com- 
petition, the 500-mile Indianapolis 
derby, with first prize stakes valued 
at $150,000, 

After that if he can obtain per- 
mission from military authorities 
he plans to drive the same car from 
Fairbanks, Alaska to Mexico City, a 
distance of 7,000 miles 

“1 WOULD ATTEMPT to make 
the 7,000 miles in seven days, sleep- 
ing and driving in short four-hour 
shifts,” Tommy explained recently 

The wonder car that Boggs feels 
certain will be good enough to win 
the famed Indianapolis speed clas- 
sic next May possesses a revolu 
tionary type of motor equipped with 
the Wehr rotary valve. The valve

Boggs was for several years an air- 
plane stunter, walking on wings of 
planes, changing from plane to 
plane, in mid-air and making daring 
parachute leaps 

He abandoned plane stunting 
after a narrow escape from death 
while working as a test pilot with 
the U.S. Army in April of 1934, 
when both wings were sheared off 
the aircraft while he was passing 
under a bridge. 

HE ALSO GAVE UP plane 
changing on the fly after a terrify- 
ing experience at a county fair 

It was on April 2, 1934, that Boggs 
took off from Chanute Field, Ran- 
toul, Til, to conduct tests with a 
single-engined X-C 10 army mono

and supply department as such a 
bill should be expected to do, but 
referred to the old bill which set 
up the department of munitions and | 
supply when the war was in pro- 
gress and sought to continue those | 
powers in the new department set 
up in peace. This should be stop- 
ped. 

SENATOR HAIG CLAIMED he 
was in order under this measure to 
attack the kind of houses this re- 
construction department was build-| 
ing to house returned veterans.

Mr. Waldie said in part:—While the past year has 
witnessed the victorious end of the war the experiences 
of recent months have shown us how many complicated 
problems must be solved before the world will enjoy a 
genuine peace that is more than the mere absence of 
organized hostilities. Some progress, however, has been 
made in the preliminary task of re-converting our 
economy to its normal peace-time functions, Over-all 
economic activity, though of course lagging here and 
there, has remained at a high level. Domestic wholesale 
sales during the first nine months of this year have 
exceeded by 9 per cent. the sales transacted in the same 
period of 1944, Retail sales have also increased and at 
present are running about 10 per ceng. over the 1944 
standards 

THE FARM PICTURE 


Canada's wheat crop, which normally cewered about 
1/10th of the country's total production in dollar value 
has declined from 435 million bushels last year to 321 
million bushels this year. The balance as of October 
ist, 1945, for export or carryover is estimated at 330 
million bushels, as against 580 million bushels at the 
same date a year ago. Wheat and flour are leaving the 
country as fast as transportation can be provided and it 
is estmated that by 31st July, 1946, which is the end of 
the wheat year, the carryover will actually be about 70 
million bushels, the lowest since 1938. Fortunately, 
our farmers receive increasingly larger returns from 
livestock, from dairying, and many other products 

EFFECTS OF WAR 4 

The manufacturing industries have grown, wader the 
stimulus of the war, to the largest single unit of 
Canada's economy 

The mining industry, while producing on a large 
scale has been handicapped at labour shortage, 
especially the development of gold production. The 
sale of gold to the United States is our greatest asset to 
balance our payments @ that country. 

The financial policies of the Dominion Government 
have continued along established war lines, Tax 
coverage of war PE nn, wes has not materially altered 
since last year, i.e. about one-half of the cost of the war 
has been raised by taxes and the balance through 
loans. The various Victory Loans have all been heavily 
over-subscribed, The recent successful refunding of the 
Province of Alberta bonds following the arrangement 
made by the Province with its bondhold rs Was, apart 
from Dominion Government finance, the outstanding 
financial transaction of the year and reflects great 
credit on all concerned, 

The national income of 1944, estimated at about 9.2 
billion dollars, has presumably changed little during the 
current year. I would like to make it clear that the 
national income is rot to be confused with the Dominion 
and other public revenue, the former being the money 
value of all goods and services produced during a given 
period less the value of the goods used in the process of 
production, while the public revenue is that part of the 
national income which the governing bodies appropriate 
from the citizens by compulsory taxes

From the banking point of view the most important 
concern is the problem of financing. We shall continue 
doing business on a cash basis with the United States, 
with some parts of the British Empire, and with those 
countries which were neutral or have managed to 
recover quickly, such as Belgium, Portugal, the 
Seandinavian countries, Switzerland, and Latin 
America. These countries used to take about one-half 
of Canada’s merchandise export Shipments to the 
United Kingdom, to parts of the British Empire, end 
to the greater part F the European Continent, which 
took the remaining half of our merchandise exports, will 
have to be financed by credits. It is important to note 
that it was the attempt of large parts of Europe to 
become economically self-sufficient and the United 
States policies of increased tarifis after 1930 which led 
to an increase in the Empire preferences with the result 
that Canada's merchandise exports shifted increasingly 
from the United States and the European Continertt 
to the United Kingdom and the Empire. The war even 
accelerated this process since the most important single 
cause for the rapid increase of Canada's exports was 
Great Britain's growing war requirement Vherefore, 
as the war affected about one-half of Canada’s foreign 
customers it will be to that extent that new methods of 
export financing must be found, 

It does not seem likely that the Bretton Woods 
plan for an international machinery for the 
Jinancing of post-war world trade will be 
implemented soon enough to guarantee economic 
continuity in the export fortunes of Canada. 
This country will, theretore, have to develop methods 
of bilateral agreements with Great Britain and other 
countries which are in a similar economic positior 
Substantial credits, some aJready granted, atal 
of interest, will have to be extended to these regions to 
enable them to re-stock their working capital and 
increase their current supplies of consumption good 
Since the capacity ol repaying these advances by ready 
exports and other international income will be greatly 
curtailed--in Great Britain for example by the necessity 
of re-building a large part of fixed capital assets and by 
the loss of foreign investinent—the credit requirements 
will presumably amount to the value of one or two 
years’ exports. To give an idea of what this means, 
1 would estimate that long-term export credits 
even of as much as a billion dollars will have to be 
provided for the United Kingdom alone. 

I should like to emphasize more; the 
alternative to this method of semi-compulsory self 
financing of Canada's exports to Europe would be a 
substantial decrease in Canada's national income, with 
corresponding loss of employment
